J. R. Cravath makes some useful sug­ 
gestions to owners of 
electric-light 
plants in towns at 2,000 to 0,000 in­ 
habitants. Towns of this size usually 
have an electric-light plant, a water 
works system, a small factory or two 
and a dozen or inure 
small 
steam 
plants of from one to twenty horse­ 
power. 
Mr. Cravath maintains that 
there is ordinarily no good reason why 
the electric light company cannot sup­ 
ply power to these varied industries 
more cheaply and more satisfactorily 
than under the present system of every 
man for himself. In other words, the 
power generation for the community 
ahould be consolidated under, the root 
of the electric-light plant, and the men 
and boilers and engines there employed 
made to earn money twenty-four hour* 
a day instead of two or three. 


That salaries and wages are govern­ 
ed by the profits of business has been 
a commonplace of political economy; 
hut of late an interposing factor has 
been u n u s u a l demonstrative in tho 
character am£4disposition of the em­ 
ployer. 
There are instances where a 
sharing of a portion of the profits of 
business has made employes more will­ 
ing. regular and useful. 
There have 
Lcen counter instances where the em­ 
ployer’s hardness has kept hi* work­ 
men irritable and unhappy, to his in­ 
jury as well as to theirs. 
Strikes are 
not infrequently brought on or aggra­ 
vated by the arrogance or luck of sym­ 
pathy of employers, and there is rea­ 
son to believe that a comparatively 
recently costly 
and bloody outbreak 
would not have taken place had not 
the superintendent mer the represen 
tatives of the workingmen with curses 
instead of conciliation. 
Workmen are 
too frequently 
hasty in action, and 
reckless and unreasonable In their de­ 
mands. 
Ordinarily, however, 
they 
ere met in a spirit of conciliation, the 
first impulse of self-assertion soon ex­ 
hausts itself. 
Reason to some extent 
then seeks control. 
At, this^oint can­ 
did statments by the employer will or­ 
dinarily be candidly received. 
By 
them the wage earners may be made 
to see more cb'arly the conditions that 
regulate wages, and which, wisely or 
unwisely heeded, make to their em 
ployers tho difference between loss 
aud a reasonable profit that is as justly 
the employer’s due as are reasonable 
wages to the wage-earntr. Of course 
the cordial acquiescence of tho work 
Ingmen in the statement* made de­ 
pends wholly on th«*ir belief in the 
truthfulness and 
moral integrity of 
their employers. Hard, grasping em 
ployers are always distrusted. They 
simply reap what they have sown.

Washington, Juno IG.—Without ref­ 
erence to tilt* exact hour at which the 
United Slates army left Florida for

United States troops on Cuban soil, 
and th a t the 
investment of Santiago 
de Cuba by land 
will 
have 
begun. 
There was some confusion In the of­ 
ficial mind here on

point is easily accounted for by per­

After all the delay of a day 
or two in the start is not calculated to 
make any material difference in the 
plans, and the only persons who will 
suffer from it will be Sampson’s ma­ 
rines camped on the tropical hay of 
Guantanamo and obliged to maintain 
the greatest vigilance in repelling the 
bushwhacking Spanish irregulars who 
swarm in the thickets. This foe gives 
no trouble during the daylight hours, 
owing to the presence of the Marble* 
head within easy range, but at night, 
when the warship

exciting one. Having started the San­ 
tiago expedition the war department 
has now concentrated all its energies 
on the preparation of the force to he 
sent to Puerto Rico.

When 
the stranger was within a distance of 
five miles it was seen that she was a 
cruiser.

At the same time the Linee batteries 
opened lire, compelling the American 
cruiser to retreat, apparently damaged.

Washington, June 15—The first army 
of invasion to Cuba is now well on its 
way, tlilrty-two transport steamships, 
carrying over 15,000 officers and men, 
convoyed by battleships, cruisers, gun­ 
boats and auxiliary cruisers, sixteen in 
number, having actually sailed from 
Key 
West at 
daybreak 
yesterday 
morning. 
An authoritative statement 
to this effect xvas made at the war de­ 
partment yesterday, setting at rest all 
reports that the expedition was on its 
xvay or had landed last week. The au­ 
thorities made the announcement for 
the reason that the 
time for secrecy 
xvas past, as the scout boats had made 
sure that the track was clear before 
It and that no possible menace could 
come from the Spanish ships or troops 
even if they should knoxv our forces 
were advancing against them. With 
the expedition off 
officials 
here feel 
that there will he a period of com­ 
parative inaction for a few days. By 
Thursday at the latest the transporta 
will be off Santiago and a large army 
will make its landing on Cuban soil. 
Sampson has cleared the xvay for this 
undertaking and little danger is appre­ 
hended in getting ashore. 
It will be 
after that, when the advance is made, 
that actual 
Dramatic Development* 
may be expected. 
By that time it is 
likely the American commanders will 
be in direct cable communication with 
the authorities here. 
Admiral Samp­ 
son has taken the shore 
end of the 
cable landing at Guantanamo and a 
force of cable experts are rapidly re­ 
storing the line to working order. The 
progressing of this work has been so 
rapid that one of the leading officials 
of the state department said that it 
was hoped this direct cable communi­ 
cation xvould be established by Thurs­ 
day. It xviii put an end to the dearth 
of official information concerning im­ 
portant movements and 
xviii enable 
the authorities 
here to keep in closo 
touch xvith those executing .the strate­ 
gic movements. 
Aside from the men 
and officers making up the expedition 
the boats carried a vast quantity of 
supplies, ammunition and w ar equip­ 
ments necessary to maintain an organ­ 
ization of this size for at least sixty 
days. 
Every detail for the landing of 
this party has been worked out by tile 
engineer corps of the army. It will lie 
a laborious process at best and xviii 
take a full day or more. The point of 
landing has been so chosen that there 
is little danger of an interruption from 
the Spanish forces, but should they at­ 
tempt to make trouble Admiral Samp­ 
son’s ships xviii insure ample protec­ 
tion until the troops can care for them­ 
selves. 


YELLOW FEVER. 


Every Preenntlon Be Ina Taken to 
Gnaril the Army and Navy Front 
the Dread Dl*ca*e. 
Washington, June 15.—Surgeon Gen­ 
erals Sternberg, of the army, and Van. 
Eypen, of the navy, have taken every 
precaution to 
protect 
the army anil 
navy from yellow fever. 
Up to the 
present time neither of them has re­ 
ceived any report 
of 
contagion in 
either branch of 
the service, nor do- 
they feel that the present conditions 
give ground for serious apprehension, 
although with our troops and ships op­ 
erating in a country having yellow fe- 
xrer the year round, there is noted the 
most rigid precautions by the army 
aud navy medical corps. 


WHAT A WHOPPER. 


Till* Spaniard Ha* Several of Oar 
Venael* Dl*nbled. 
Madrid, June 15.—In the chamber of 
deputies the minister of the interior, 
replying to questions on the subject* 
said that, according to tile semi-official 
dispatches, during 
the 
last fight at 
Santiago de 
Cuba “a Spanish shell 
burst on the deck of the Massachu­ 
setts. dismounting a gun, killing and 
wounding a number of men and seri­ 
ously injuring the x’cssel, while the 
New York and 
se\*eral other vessels 
were compelled to withdraw in a badly 
damaged condition. 
In addition three 
American ships were sent back to the- 
repairing yard.” 


CUTTINO THE CABLE.

Kingston, Jamaica, June 15. — The 
officers In charge 
of the cable ship 
Adra believe that the Santiago cable 
has at last been disposed of. Since 
Monday, when the cut was made, there 
had been grave doubts as to xvhether 
the main cable had been found, and 
the reports from Kingston that the 
Santiago cable had been working on 
Tuesday caused much uneasiness, but 
it is claimed to-day that there is posi­ 
tive information showing that Mon­ 
day’s work was entirely successful.

gage into

A provision was inserted that 
not more thnu two-thirds of the super­ 
visors and enum erators should belong 
to one political party.

and agreed to further conference. T he 
conference report upon the postoffice 
appropriation bill w’as adopted without

NO QUARTER FOR CUBANS. 


R eturned A m erican s W h o 
S e r v e d W ith 
G a r c i a Say t h o W ar Is l i n t e r . 
Stuart .Tunney and Osmund Latrobe, 
two young men of Baltimore, and grad­ 
uates of Johns Hopkins, who recently 
returned to 'Baltimore after ^ WO years’ 
experience in tho Cuban army, had some 
very interesting adventures while there, 
and in an interview the other day told 
some interesting facts. 
They landed from the Throe Friends, 
were seven days in finding tho insur­ 
gents’ camp, during which time threo 
of the party died from exhaustion and 
all hands narrowly escaped Isling am­ 
bushed and shot by the people they 
name to assist. 
What happened after 
that is partially told by Captain Janney 
as follows: 
“ We were taken back into the moun­ 
tains,” said ho, “ and our party assigned 
to places with Garcia’s command, which 
consisted of probably 2,600 or 8,000 
mon. 
We found that in the mountains 
nearly all of the insurgents were negroes 
and commanded by negro officers, but 
that in tho central parts of the island 
the troops were all white and command­ 
ed by white officers. 
We noticed that 
when a negro officer was killed or died 
a white man was appointed in his place. 
"They are not very gentle down 
there. Nobody expects to give or take 
quarter, and a man might as well be 
killed at once as to bo wounded and cap­ 
tured. They don’t generally respect a 
flag of truce, so we sent them very fow 
white flags. 
Thoro wero a number of 
Americans with us. There wero Joyce 
of New York and Penny of Washing­ 
ton, who came back with us, and Os­ 
good, the University of Pennsylvania 
football player, whoso death you read 
of in the papers.” —New York World.

A Letter from Georgie. 
J. C. Congdon ha* received the fol­ 
lowing letter from Ed. MhIiau which 
will be road with interest by many of 
our readers: 
Andersonville, Ga., May 29, 1898. 
Dear John—As you will see by the 
date of this letter I am at old Ander­ 
sonville prison, having come down 
here from Fitzgerald with a crew of 
ten men with tacklo to raise a flag 
pole for the relief corps on the old 
stockade. The pole is a beauty, 125 
feet high, and I have the honor of un­ 
furling old glory on tho old prison 
grouuds tomorrow, Muy 30, at l l 
o’olook, and between 40,000 and 50,- 
000 people are expected to be present. 
1 wish yon could be here see what 
Uncle Sam has done in the National 
cemetery. In it are 1,369 graves and 
the government has put a marble tomb- 
a six foot 
briok wall around the grounds, be­ 
sides making other improvements 
which beautify the place. The Relief 
Corps have bought the old stockade 
and are beautifying it. 
I thought I would take a piece of 
the old stockade (it is getting mighty 
scaroe) and make a gavel of it and 
send it to Pap Thomas Post or you 
and you could give it to them if they 
still meet. You may tell Skip Dean 
that when we were digging the hele 
for the flag pole we dug up an old 
soldier, just some of the bones, some 
buttons and some of his old bine 
clothes; they think he was killed and 
buried by the raiders. I will send 
Dean one of the buttons later. 
I think I will come north in August 
and if I do I certainly will visit Brain­ 
erd, as I expect to go to the Omaha 
exposition in the interest of the emi­ 
gration bureau. Give my regards to 
all enquiring friends.

THESE SHIPS ARE FOH IA H 


Non-Combatant Vessels That Serve the Mcn- 
of-War as Floating Hospitals, Helpers, 
etc.—Are Never Fired Upon. 


fba finest of our. fighting ships, with 
•all their boasted self-sufficiency, their 
manifold mechanism, and their com­ 
plex provisions against 
accident 
or 
mishap, are really helpless creations 
the moment their coal supplies become 
exhausted. 
Nothing could be more 
pathetically distressed than a great 
battleship wallowing aimlessly in 
a 
seaway, her powers of offense intact 
but paralysed, like her great body, for 
want of energy or its correlative, coal; 
her great eyes blind for want of elec­ 
trical force; her lungs fouled by taint­ 
ed air because of her halted blowers; 
her whole body either feverish or chil­ 
led, as the weather dictated, for want 
of circulation or proper respiration; and 
her complement athirst for 
need 
of 
enough heat to transform that tantalis­ 
ing sea water into drink. 
Such a 
thing is distinctly possible, and it is 
against even the slightest approach to 
a like condition that we have taken 
ample means to provide. 
The modern, heavy 
fighting 
craft 
carries between eighty and ninety en­ 
gines of various sorts, aside from those 
directly occupied in 
propelling 
the 
ship; and, under normal circumstanc­ 
es, it is quite safe to say that at least 
fifteen or twenty per cent of all steam 
generated is taken up in their service. 
Most of them are vital to the fighting 
efficiency of the vessel; but there are 
a few of them, such, for instance, as 
the engineers’ workshop, the distillers, 
and the refrigerating plant, which may 
be termed auxiliaries of secondary im­ 
portance; and it is the purpose of the 
government to run these accessories 
on half-time, so to speak, and to leave 
just that much more energy for other 
more needful purposes. 
To this end, 
we have fitted up the repair ship, the 
distiller ship, and the refrigerator ship, 
while to the colliers has been relegated 
the common service of supplying coal 
to all craft distant from ready bases 
of supply, and the engineer-in-chief 
has done his utmost to make them cap­ 
able. 


T h e R e p a ir S hip. 
The repair ship, fittingly named the 
Vulcan, was the well-known steamer 
Chatham, of the Merchant and Miners’ 
line, between Baltimore and Boston. 
Into the ship has been placed some­ 
thing like eighty tons of tools and ma­ 
chinery, and today the vessel is a ver­ 
itable floating workshop. 
There are 
plate bending rolls, and punching and 
shearing machines that can bite right 
through an inch of solid steel. There 
•re lathes for turning castings of con­ 
siderable size, and planers, drills and 
milling machines of compass enough to 
meet almost any need short of that de­ 
manded in the complete reconstruction 
of a large engine. 
There are pipe cut­ 
ters, bolt cutters, forges and grind­ 
stones; and there is a good-sized cupo­ 
la for the melting of sufficient metal 
to make a pretty heavy casting. There 
are a number of blowers to supply the 
several forges and to draw foul air 
from between decks and to send it 
skyward through the red-mouthed ven­ 
tilators above. There are also evap­ 
orators and distillers of a capacity 
equal to a daily output of quite 10,000 
gallons of potable water—several times 
more than the needs of the Vulcan 
could demand. 
A supplemental elec­ 
tric plant has given excellent lighting 
facilities through the ship, but prin­ 
cipally in the workshops on what is 
termed the tail'd deck. 
The purpose of this craft is manifest. 
She is to follow in the wake of a fleet— 
her great coal capacity g Wing her a 
wide radius of action, and she is to 
supply fresh water to the other vessels 
•nd to make then and there all possible 
repairs which might otherwise take 
the ships miles and miles away to some 
naval station. 
A broken spindle might render help­ 
less two great nuns; but a few hours’ 
work on the Vulcan would remedy the 
trouble; and even less time might 
place the engines of one of our torpedo 
boats in trim after 
a 
considerable 
break. 
At the close of an engagement, 
the wounded vessels could hasten to 
her or she to them, and such work then 
be done as to place them back in the 
line of battle, once more a formidable 
menace to the foe. 


The mission and the usefulness cf 
such a craft can not be overestimated, 
when every pound of coal must tell its 
tale of work well done in our defense. 
It is a very modern adaptation of that 
wise saw, “A stitch in time saves nine,” 
and a typical 
instance 
of the great 
value of a traveling base of repairs. 


T h * D is tille r S hip. 
The distiller ship, now named the 
Iris, was the British steamer Menem- 
sha. 
Unlike the Vulcan, the Iris will 
make no repairs, but will be devoted 
solely to converting the ocean’s brine 
into drinking water; and to this end, 
she will carry a very large supply of 
coal and will have four up-to-date dis­ 
tillers of considerable capacity. These 
distillers or evaporators will each con­ 
sist of three elements like the modern 
triple expansion engine, and are in­ 
tended to utilize the steam with the 


m aking good the loss of fresh water 
consumed by the boilers, that the use of 
salt water must be obviated and the 
formation of a troublesome scale of 
salt—difficult to reach—may be guard­ 
ed against In the ship’s boilers proper. 
The hygienic value of sufficient fresh 
water can not be overestimated when 
the rigors of1 warfare are aggravated 
by the close confinement of shipboard 
In the tropics; and it may even be the 
purpose of this vessel to lend Its boun­ 
ty to the military branch of the ser­ 
vice. 
Poisoned 
wells 
and 
tainted 
streams need not bp feared under such 
circumstances; they can be avoided. 


T h * R e f r i g e r a t o r S hip. 
The refrigerator ship Supply, for­ 
merly the Illinois, of the American line, 
will be used as a traveling base of 
fresh provisions; and the tax on the 
refrigerating 
plants of the 
fighting 
ships will bo eased to Just that exent. 
The Illinois was originally built for a 
passenger ship, but was later relegated 
to the transportation of cattle and beef 
to England, still as an adjunct to the 
American line. 
In that capacity she 
necessarily had an extensive system of 
cold storage,and this has readily adapt­ 
ed the vessel to our present needs. She 
will carry tons of ice and fresh proven­ 
der of all kinds—but especially of a 
vegetable nature—the surest safeguard 
against disease in the tropics, and with 
her extensive coal capacity, her own 
distilling plant, and her ample burden, 
she will prove an exceedingly efficient 
part of the fleet. 
The government Is 


much emphasized by the record of ev­ 
ery war. 
As far ss possible, the Solscs 
has been made to meet the more press­ 
ing needs of the service for which she 
has been called into requisition, but 
abe is not that perfect craft suggested 
by Surgeon-Qcn. Van Iteypen and care­ 
fully planned by the chief constructor. 
There is one commodious elevator in­ 
to which the sick and wounded will be 
carried from either side, and then rais­ 
ed or lowered either to the large, airy 
operating room, 
or to the deck 
on 
which they aro to be housed. 
The 
stateroom accommodations already In 
the craft have been readily adapted to 
hospital uses, and there is ample room 
between decks for additional cots. The 
convalescents will be carried abovf, 
where they can be in the fresh air 
while under the sheltering cover of 
wide-spread awnings. Steam cutters 
and large barges will facilitate the easy 
transportation of the injured and sick, 
and a well-known apparatus peculiar 
to our service will lift them from the 
boats and swing them Inboard and onto 
the rolling cots that carry them to 
their immediate destination. 
Every­ 
thing has been done to contribute to 
the efficiency of the vessel and the com­ 
fort and convenience of all on board, 
and there is every just reason to be­ 
lieve she will prove herself invaluable 
from the common point of hygienics 
and humanity—for a fighting ship Is 
a cruel place for sick or wounded after 
a heavy engagement. 
Although all these vessels will strict

most economical expenditure demand­ 
ed in the output of a total supply daily 
of at least 60,000 gallons of thoroughly 
palatable drinking water. 
The operation is simple. Each of the 
evaporators consists of a 
cylindrical 
steel boiler containing a coil of piping 
surrounded by cold sea water. 
The 
steam is supplied to the first coll di­ 
rectly from the ship’s boilers. 
That 
steam raises the sea water to the boil­ 
ing point and gradually evaporates it 
in that way. The steam thus generated 
in conjunction with such of the origin­ 
al steam not condensed in the first coil 
in the operation, passes into the coll 
of the second evaporator, repeating the 
operation in connection with the sea 
water there, and finally merging with 
the steam raised from the salt water in 
the third evaporator and passing to­ 
gether into the condenser. 
-The con­ 
densation from the first two coils is 
caught by traps and carried off to the 
tanks. 
In this way the latent heat 
from the first steam from the boiler is 
economically 
absorbed by the three 
stages of salt water, and a higher per­ 
centage of performance is attained than 
is possible In a single-element evapor­ 
ator. 
After condensation the water is 
carefully aerated and the result is a 
thoroughly palatable water devoid of 
that flatness generally characteristic of 
condensed sea water. 
A sediment of salt—the residue of tho 
ocean brine—gradually forms upon the 
coils of the distillers, and these evap­ 
orators are so arranged that this scale 
can be readily removed. 
On the other 
ships their distillers will be worked as 
far as possible only to the extent of 


making provisions for one or two more 
vessels of the same sort. 


T h e C olliers. 
The colliers explain themselves, and, 
being boats of fair speed and great car­ 
rying capacity, will form the principal 
supply links between our fighting craft 
and our base of supply. As carefully 
as our coal will be used, still hundreds 
upon hundreds of tons of It will be used 
daily to keep the ships always ready 
for instant service and prepared 
to 
meet the enemy at any moment; and 
the safe conduct of their precious ebon 
burdens will be a matter often demand­ 
ing good, cool judgment and no mean 
skill on the part of their commanders. 
In war time, and sore pressed as Spain 
is, coal is worth its weight in gold, and 
a collier will prove a nugget worthy of 
a good, stiff chase and a moderate tus­ 
sle, and the captain that can dodge 
such a foe and run his cargo safely Into 
the intended haven will be doing just 
as much good, perhaps, as the skipper 
that sinks a foe. 


T h e A m b u la n c e S hip. 
The ambulance ship is the naval sis­ 
ter of mercy, and will minister wholly 
to the sick and wounded of our officers 
and seamen, or, if need be, the stricken 
of our army of occupation as well. 
The Solace, formerly the Creole, of 
the Cromwell line, has already begun, 
perhaps, the duty for which she was 
hastily prepared; and what It means to 
transport comfortably and hastily the 
wounded from the feverish tropics to 
some more temperate haven beyond the 
boom of guns and beyond the exciting 
reach of war’s alarms is a boon very 


ly avoid the enemy, still, in their way, 
they are just as vital to our success ai 
those that take their places In the lins 
and bear the brunt of battle; and any 
man might be proud of the duty en­ 
trusted him in their command.

To prevent the slipping of wheels ot 
electric cars on grades a pair of *up- 
plemental rails is placed

Mr. Kerns was a son of Ernest 
R oom, of Manchester, England, and 
was born in that city in 1834. His 
early life *ae spent in England and 
he was educated at Heidelberg, Ger­ 
many, and also attended other insu­ 
lation of learning in the old oonntry. 
He spoke fluently six different lan­ 
guages and had visited all parts of 
the world in his travels. 
In 1800 he came to the United States 
and when the war of the rebellion 
broke oat he enlisted as a volunteer 
at St. Louis at tho first oull for troops 
in Co. K, Third Missouri, in SeigePs 
regiment. He was wounded aud taken 
prisoner at the battle of Wilson’s 
Creek. After the war was over he 
went to Chicago and on July 8,1864, 
he was united in marriage to Miss 
Mary A. Footner.

J. R. Cravath makes some useful sug 
ge St Ions to owners of 
electric-light 
plants in towns of 2,000 to 0,000 in­ 
habitants. 
Towns of this size usually 
have an electric-light plant, a water 
works system, a small factory or two 
and a dozen or nuiro 
small 
steam 
plants of from one to twenty horse­ 
power. 
Mr. Cravath maintains 
that 
there is ordinarily no good reason why 
the electric light company cannot sup­ 
ply power to these varied industries 
more cheaply and more satisfactorily 
than under the present system of every 
man for himself. 
In other words, the 
power generation for the community 
should be consolidated under, the roof 
of the electric-light plant, and the men 
and boilers and engines there employed 
made to earn money twenty-four hour* 
a day instead of two or three. 


That salaries and wages are goverti- 
id by the profits of business has been 
a commonplace of political economy; 
but of late an interposing factor has 
been unusuaJly demonstrative in the 
character aiff£4dispositiuu of the em ­ 
ployer. 
There are instances where a 
sharing of a portion of the profits of 
business has made employes more will­ 
ing. regular and useful. 
There have 
been counter Instances where the em­ 
ployer's hardness lias kept his work­ 
men irritable and unhappy, to his in­ 
jury as well as to theirs. 
Strikes are 
not infrequently brought on or aggra­ 
vated by the arrogance or luck of sym­ 
pathy of employers, and there is re.i- 
eon to believe that a comparatively 
recently costly 
and bloody outbreak 
would not have taken place had not 
the superintendent m e t the represen­ 
tatives of the workingmen with curses 
Instead of conciliation. 
Workmen are 
too frequently 
hasty In action, and 
reckless and unreasonable in their de­ 
mands. 
Ordinarily, however, i f 'they 
ere met in a spirit of conciliation, the 
first impulse of self-assertion soon ex­ 
hausts itself. 
Reason to some extent 
then seeks control. 
At this(ffoint can­ 
did statments by the employer will or­ 
dinarily be candidly received. 
By 
them the wage-earners may be made 
to see more clearly the conditions that 
regulate wages, and which, wisely or 
unwisely heeded, make to their em­ 
ployers the difference between 
loss 
aad a reasonable profit that is as justly 
the employer’s due as are reasonable 
wages to the wage-earnor. 
Of course, 
the cordial acquiescence of the work­ 
ingmen in the statements made de­ 
pends wholly on th<»ir belief In the 
truthfulness and 
moral integrity of 
their employers. 
Hard, grasping em­ 
ployers are always distrusted. 
They 
simply reap what they have sown.

Thursday at tin* latest the transports 
will be off Santiago and a large arm y 
will make its landing on Cuban soil.

J. C. Congdou has received the fol­ 
lowing letter from Ed. Mahan which 
will he read with interest by tnnny of 
our readers: 


Andersonville, Ga., May 20, 1808. 
Hear John—Ah you sviil see by the 
date of this letter I am at old Auder- 
sonville prison, having com© down 
here from Fitzgerald with a crew of 
ten men with tackle to raise a (lag 
pole for the relief corps on the old 
stockade. 
The polo is a beauty, 125 
feet high, and I have the honor of un­ 
furling old glory on tin' old prison 
grounds tomorrow, May 30, at 11 
o’olook, and between 40,000 and 50,- 
(XXI people are expected to be present. 
I wish you could be hero see what 
Uncle Sam has done in the National 
cemetery. 
In it are 1,359 graves and 
t ho government has put a marble tomb­ 
stone at each one and built n six foot 
brick wall around the grounds, be 
sides making other 
improvements 
which beautify the place. 'The Relief 
Corps have bought the old stockade 
and are beautifying it. 
I thought I would take a piece of 
the old stockade (it is getting mighty 
scarce) and make a gavel of it and 
send it to Pap Thomas Post or yon 
and you could give it to them if they 
still meet. 
You may tell Skip Dean 
that when we were digging the holo 
for the flag polo wo dug up an old 
soldier, just some of the bones, some 
buttons and some of his old blue 
clothes; they think he was killed and 
buried by the raiders. 
1 will send 
Dean one of the buttons later. 
I think I will come north in August 
and if I do I certainly will visit Brain- 
erd, as I expect to go to the Omaha 
exposition in the interest of the emi­ 
gration bureau. 
Give my regards to 
all enquiring friends.

I m p r o v e d C o n d itio n o f (h e Vlen F r o m

Camp Thomas, bpeelal Correspondence. 
—The general health of th** companies 
here Is better to-day than It has been 
for a long time. The boys are becoming 
a* climated, evidently, and ar** learning 
to take proper care of themselves. 
The 
food Is b *tter, too, the fresh meat ration 
almost entirely suppla itlng perk and bo- 
con. 
Speaking of the latter fare, ft Is 
surprising the amount of fatty food the 
natives of this state consume. 
One would 
think that in a country so hot as thfs. tin* 
less fat one would eat the better It would 
be for him, and that no stomach would 
crave It. 
But the resident’s stomach Is 
constructed on a wond >rful plan and In'* 
absorbs bacon ar.d salt pork with the 
gusto of an Esqulmo. 
However, their 
refusal to recognize the common Taws of 
hygiene may account for the feeling of 
lassitude which s c e n s to overwhelm a l ­ 
most every one here. 
The first battalion, which w as vacci­ 
nated first. Is showing more men in the 
ranks as days go hy. 
Company K, which 
got the worst of tin* vaccination, to-day 
lias only seven men on th** sick list, and 
none of the cases are serious. 
Orders w* re issued to-day forbidding 
the use of water from the pipes for bath­ 
ing purposes. 
We had a nice shower 
hath house all planned and were about 
to begin work on it when the word came, 
and we are now writhing In the dust cf 
despair and disappointment. 
The only 
place here we can bathe is In a bend of 
the creek about a mile from here, and 
as the banks of the stream are covered 
with poison Ivy and the mules and horses 
are washed and watered In It. It is not a 
very d*. slrable place for us to practice 
the virtue placed next to godliness. 
And 
de we need a bath? 
One look at us 
would answer the question. 
There Is no 
sod in th** park and where the ground is 
not strewn with rocks, the earth beneath 
our feet is yellow clay. 
To the depth of 
two inches it is like ashes, anil a perfect 
cloud envelops the marching troops. 
At 
night when we retire from drill our faces

The finest of our fighting ships, with 


A l l their boasted self-sufficiency, their 
manifold mechanism, and their co m ­ 
plex provisions a gainst 
accident 
or 
mishap, are really helpless creations 
th e m om ent th eir coal supplies become 
exhausted. 
N o th in g could be more 
pathetically distressed th an a great 
b attleship w allowing aimlessly in 
a 
seaway, her powers of offense intact 
but paralyzed, like her great body, for 
w a n t of energy or its correlative, coal; 
h e r great eyes blind for want of elec­ 
trical force; h e r lungs fouled by ta i n t ­ 
ed air because of her halted blowers; 
h e r whole body either feverish or chil­ 
led, as the w eath er dictated, for w a n t 
of circulation o r proper respiration; and 
h er complement a th irst for 
need 
of 
enough heat to tran sfo rm th a t ta n ta liz ­ 
ing sea w a te r into drink. 
Such a 
th in g is distinctly possible, and it is 
against even the slightest approach to 
a like condition th a t we have tak en 
am ple m eans to provide. 
The modern, heavy 
fighting 
craft 
carries between eighty and ninety e n ­ 
gines of various sorts, aside from those 
directly occupied in 
propelling 
the 
ship; and, under norm al c ircu m stan c­ 
es, it is quite safe to say th at at least 
fifteen or tw en ty per cent of all steam 
generated is taken up In their service. 
Most of them are vital to the fighting 
efficiency of the vessel; but th e re are 
a few of them, such, for instance, as 
the engineers’ workshop, the distillers, 
a n d the refrigerating plant, which may 
be termed auxiliaries of secondary im ­ 
portance; and it is the purpose of the 
g overn m en t to run these accessories 
on half-time, so to speak, and to leave 
ju st th a t much m ore energy for other 
m ore needful purposes. 
To this end, 
we have fitted up the repair ship, the 
distiller ship, and th e refrigerator ship, 
while to the colliers has been relegated 
th e common service of supplying coal 
to all craft distant from ready bases 
of supply, and th e engineer-in-chief 
h a s done his u tm o st to m ake them cap­ 
able. 


T h e R e p a i r S h i p . 
The repair ship, fittingly nam ed tine 
Vulcan, was the well-known steam er 
C h a th a m , of the M erchant and M iners’ 
line, between Baltimore and Boston. 
Into the ship has been placed som e­ 
th in g like eighty tons of tools and m a ­ 
chinery, and today the vessel is a v e r ­ 
itable floating workshop. 
T h e re are 
plate bending rolls, and punching and 
sh earin g m achines th at can bite right 
th ro u g h an inch of solid steel. 
There 
are lathes for tu rn in g castings of con­ 
siderable size, and planers, drills and 
milling machines of compass enough to 
meet almost an y need short of th a t de­ 
m anded in the complete reconstruction 
of a large engine. 
T here are pipe c u t­ 
ters, bolt cutters, forges and g r in d ­ 
stones; and th e re is a good-sized cupo­ 
la for the m elting of sufficient metal 
to m ake a pretty heavy casting. There 
a re a n u m b e r of blowers to supply the 
several forges and to draw' foul air 
from between decks and to send it 
sk y w a rd through the red-m outhed ven ­ 
tilators above. 
T here are also ev ap ­ 
o rators and 
distillers of a capacity 
equal to a daily o u tp u t of quite 10,000 
gallons of potable w a te r—several times 
m ore than the needs of the Vulcan 
could demand. 
A supplemental elec­ 
tric plant has given excellent lighting 
facilities through the ship, but p rin ­ 
cipally in th e workshops on w h a t is 
term ed the third deck. 
The purpose of this craft is manifest. 
She is to follow in the wake of a fleet— 
h e r great coal capacity g 
her a 
wide radius of action, and she is to 
supply fresh w ater to the other vessels 
a nd to m a k e then a n d there all possible 
repairs which m ig h t otherwise tak e 
t h e ships miles and miles away to some 
naval station. 
A broken spindle might render help­ 
less two great guns; but a few' h o u rs’ 
w ork on the Vulcan would remedy th e 
trouble; 
and 
even 
less 
time m ight 
place the engines of one of our torpedo 
boats in trim after 
a 
considerable 
break. 
At the close of an engagement, 
th e wounded vessels could hasten to 
h e r or she to them, and such work then 
be done as to place them back in the 
line of battle, once more a formidable 
menace to the foe. 


The m ission and the usefulness cf 
such a c r a f t can not be overestim ated, 
when every pound of coal m u st tell its 
tale of w ork well done in our defense. 
It is a v ery m odern adaptation of t h a t 
wise saw*. “ A stitch in time saves nine,” 
and a typical 
instance 
of the great 
value of a traveling base of repairs. 


T h e D i s t i l l e r S h i p . 
T he distiller ship, now' nam ed the 
Iris, was th e British steamer Menem- 
sha. 
U nlike the Vulcan, the Iris will 
m ake no repairs, but 
will be devoted 
solely to c onverting the o c e a n ’s brine 
into d r i n k i n g water; and to this end, 
she will c a rry a very large supply of 
coal and will have four up-to-date d is­ 
tillers of considerable capacity. These 
distillers o r evaporators will each con­ 
sist of th r e e elements like th e m o d e rn 
triple e x p a n sio n engine, and a re i n ­ 
tended to utilize the steam w ith the 


m a k in g good the loss of fresh w ater 
consumed by the boilers, t h a t the use of 
salt water m u st be obviated and 
the 
form ation of a troublesome scale ->f 
salt—difficult to reach 
may be g u a r d ­ 
ed a g ain st in the sh ip ’s boi.era proper. 
The hygienic value of sufficient fresh 
w ater can not be c m estimated when 
the rigors o f 1 w arfare are aggravated 
by the close confinement of shipboard 
in the tropics; and it may even be the 
purpose of this vessel to lend its b o u n ­ 
ty to the m ilitary branch of the se r­ 
vice. 
Poisoned 
wells 
and 
tainted 
stre a m s need not bp feared u nder such 
circum stances; they can be avoided. 


TI»® I t e f r l g e r a t o r S h i p . 
T h e refrigerator ship Supply, for­ 
merly the Illinois, of the American line, 
will be used as a traveling base of 
fresh p ro visio n s; and the tax on the 
refrigerating 
plants of the 
fighting 
ships will be eased to Just th a t exent. 
The Illinois was originally built for a 
passenger ship, but was later relegated 
to the tran sp o rta tio n of cattle and beef 
to E ngland, still as an a djunct to the 
Am erican line. 
In that capacity she 
necessarily had an extensive system of 
cold storage,and this has readily a d a p t ­ 
ed the vessel to our present needs. She 
w’ill carry to ns of ice and fresh p ro v en ­ 
der of all k in d s—but especially of a 
vegetable n a tu re 
the surest safeguard 
against disease in the tropics, and with 
her extensive coal capacity, h e r own 
distilling plant, and her am ple burden, 
she will prove an exceedingly efficient 
part of the fleet. 
T he g o v e rn m e n t is 


much emphasized hv th e record of ev­ 
ery war. 
As far as possible, the Solace 
has been made to meet the more press­ 
ing needs of the service for which she 
has hern called into requisition, but 
she is not th at perfect craft suggested 
by Surgeon Gtn. Van IJeypen and care­ 
fully planned by the chief constructor. 
T here is one commodious elevator in­ 
to which the r.iek and wounded will be 
carried from either side, and then rais­ 
ed or lowered either to the large, airy 
operating room, 
or to tho deck 
on 
which they are to be housed. 
The 
stateroom accomm odations already In 
the craft have been readily adapted to 
hospital uses, and there is ample room 
between decks for additional cots. The 
convalcscents will be carried above, 
where they can be In the fresh air 
while u n d e r th e sheltering 
cover 
of 
wide-spread awnings. 
Steam cutters 
and large barges will facilitate the easy 
transportation of the injured and sick, 
and a well-known a p p a r a tu s peculiar 
to o u r service will lift them from the 
boats and swing them Inboard and onto 
the rolling cots th a t c a rry them to 
th e ir im mediate destination. 
E v ery ­ 
th in g has been done to contribute to 
the efficiency of the vessel and the com­ 
fort and convenience of all on board, 
an d th e re Is every ju st reason to be­ 
lieve she will prove herself Invaluable 
from the common point of hygienics 
an d humanity- for a fighting ship is 
a cruel place for sick or wounded after 
a heavy engagement. 
Although all these vessels will Htrlct-

m ost economical expenditure d e m a n d ­ 
ed in the output of a total supply daily 
of a t least 00,000 gallons of th oro u g h ly 
palatable d r in k in g water. 
T he operation is simple. 
E ach of the 
evap o rators consists of a 
cylindrical 
steel boiler containing a coil of piping 
surro u n d ed by cold sea wrater. 
T h e 
steam is supplied to the first coll di­ 
rectly from the ship’s boilers. 
T h a t 
steam ra ise s the sea water to t h e boil­ 
ing point and gradually ev ap o rates it 
in t h a t way. The steam thus generated 
in conjunction with such of the o r ig in ­ 
al steam n o t condensed in the first coil 
in the operation, passes into the coil 
of the second evaporator, repeating the 
operation in connection with the sea 
water there, and finally m erging with 
the steam raised from the salt w ater in 
the third evaporator and p a ssing t o ­ 
gether in to th e condenser. 
*rhe co n­ 
densation from the first two coils is 
caught by tra p s and carried off to the 
tanks. 
In this way the laten t h e a t 
from the first steam from the boiler is 
economically 
absorbed by the th re e 
stages of salt water, and a h ig h e r p e r­ 
centage of performance is attain ed th a n 
is possible in a single-element e v a p o r ­ 
ator. 
After condensation the w a te r is 
carefully aerated and the result Is a 
t h orou g h ly palatable water devoid of 
that flatness generally characteristic of 
condensed sea water. 
A se dim e n t of salt—the residue of th e 
ocean brine 
gradually forms upon the 
coils of t h e distillers, and these e v a p ­ 
orators a r e so arranged that this scale 
can be readily removed. 
On the o th e r 
ships th e ir distillers will he w orked as 
far as possible only to the e x te n t of 


m a k in g provisions for one or two more 
vessels of the sam e sort. 


T h e C o l l i e r * . 
T he colliers explain themselves, and, 
being boats of fair speed and g re a t c a r ­ 
rying capacity, will form the principal 
supply links between our fighting craft 
and our base of supply. 
As carefully 
as our coal will be used, still hundreds 
upon h u ndreds of tons of it will bo used 
daily to keep the ships a lw ay s ready 
for in sta n t service and prepared 
to 
meet the enemy at any m om ent; and 
the safe conduct of their precious ebon 
b urdens will be a m a tte r often d e m a n d ­ 
ing good, cool ju d g m e n t and no m ean 
skill on the p a rt of their com m anders, 
j In war time, and sore pressed as Spain 
is, coal is w orth its weight in gold, and 
a collier will prove a nugget w orthy of 
a good, stiff chase and a m oderate tu s­ 
sle, and th e captain t h a t can dodge 
such a foe and run his cargo safely into 
the intended haven will be doing just 
as much good, perhaps, as the skipper 
th a t sinks a foe.

The am bulance ship is the naval sis­ 
ter of mercy, and will m inister wholly 
to the sick and wounded of o u r officers 
and seamen, or, if need be, the stricken 
of our a rm y of occupation as well. 
T h e Solace, formerly th e Creole, of 
the Cromwell line, has already begun, 
perhaps, the duty for which she was 
hastily prepared; and w h at it m eans to 
tra n sp o rt com fortably and hastily the 
wounded from the feverish tropics to 
some more te m p e ra te haven beyond the 
boom of guns and beyond the exciting 
reach of w a r ’s a la rm s Is a boon very 


ly avoid the enemy, still, In tholr way, 
th ey are just as vital to our success as 
those t h a t tak e their places In th e line 
and bear the b ru n t of battle; and any 
m an m ig ht be proud of th© duty e n ­ 
trusted him in their command.
